“On July 6, 1903, we raised the rate 
on all ‘new business’ to $2.50 for resi- 
dence phones and $3 for business 
phones, but let those who had phones 
keep them at the old rates, in view of 
the fact they had been the ‘old sub- 
scrivers’ and had not had a good ser- 
vice long. 

“On May 8, 1907, we saw
